Any tows or private corporation ven¬ 
turing la to the water »«ppij bueloees 
Is this port of tba > UU muat take tbo 
greatari preoautloa to ovoid loo* oad 
oootly UUgatloa. la tbo flrot plae*, It la 
.wall nlgb Impossible to ooavey wotor la 
foaloA aoy groat distance la Paooolo oad 
| t ..i counties without having to orooo 
Ute mol do oad right of way of axlotlog 
wai^r ooapaaloo. oad If tbo oaw anter- 
prlaa lo to ho competitive with prior 
compaoloo tbero lo going to bo o big 
log,I fight ovor right of way, ood o new 
oompany lo likaly to ho llod up In tbo 
court, tor yooro.
